and Fluttering of Pennons 


Ships Come in 


Old Port Comfort, Va., Feb. 22.—1 


With 
pennants 
streaming behind, 


twenty bands playing the "Star Span- 
gled' Banner" and saluting cannon 
roaring tribute to President Roose- 


, yelt, the battleships of the American 


navy ended its world's cruise here to- 


' 'day. After steaming in review of the 


president, whose eagle crested flag .of 
blue was at main of the cruiser 
yacht Mayflower, sixteen white bat- 
tleships finally cast anchor in the 
same fair way off Hampton Roads in 
•which they started fourteen months 
ago on their notable Journey of 45,000 
miles.' 


The joy of home-coming was written 


on the face of every bluo jacket and 
every officer on board the sixteen 
ships. 


i 
There was an atmosphere of final 


accomplishment, hut today's events 
lent new significance. 
. " The'American navy has set a new 
cruising standard for the navies of the 
world to strive for. . 


Roosevelt Praises Men. 


The president addressed not only 


the officers of the fleet gathered upon 
the quarter deck of the Mayflower, 
but visited tjlie four divisional flag- 
ships, and addressed the crews'in 
terms of enthusiastic compliment.' . 
It, was impossible for. President 


Roosevelt to-visit each, of the sixteen 
vessels. 
. . The Mayflower, had not long lain at 
anchor..when tracings of\ smoke on 
c;''the1 horl'zen-told of the'apprbacih of 


the fleet, and soon mastheads of the 
Connecticut could be picked .up with 
glasses. Then'the white hull of • the 
flagsihip flashed' into view. Out of the 
distance the fleet grew rapidly until 


• 
at last the end of the white column 
in front could be distinguished. The 
gray clad vessels of the escort grew 
far more slowly above the horizon and 
served as a splendid demonstration of 
the value of neutral color for vessels 
in time of .war. 


President is Saluted. 


While the leading sihips were still 


a-mile from the Mayflower a puff of 
white smoke from the forward bridge 
of the Connecticut, followed by 
a 


-muffled boom, served as a signal to. 
all the fleet that-'tine flagship had 
"made out" President 
Roosevelt's 


'• flagship, the Mayflower. 


• It- was "also -a signal of "Home . at 
last," and made the hearts of the 14,- 
000 men and six hundred officers beat 
quicker in realization 
that the day 


they have looked forward to tjhrough 
all the days of the lavish hospitality 
abroad at last arrived. The first gun 
of the Connecticut's national salute 
to the president found every ship in 
line with'saluting cannon ready and 


•' 'a second powder puff from the flag- 


s'hlp had not sounded when the guns 
of- the other ships had begun to speak 
unison honors due the chief executive. 


'' 'The fleet was almost lost to view 


of the president's yacht and he was 
ushered aboard with a flare of trum- 
pets, a ruffle 
of 
drums and a few 


strains of lively niCeic by the ship's 
band. President Roosevelt advanced 
from the quarter deck to cordially 
grasp Admiral Sperry's hand. 
Then 


came succeeding admirals and cap- 
tains of all the divisions and ships' 
officers. 


President Roosevelt warmly con- 


gratulated the officers personally and 
collectively, formally 
thanking 
the 


officers and men under them for the 
part they played in making the cruise 
successful. 


Flag and commanding officers were 


on the Mayflower less than half an 
hour. 


When the president returned to the 


Mayflower late in the afternoon, the 
notable reception and review of the 
fleet was at an end. 


Fleet Goes t,o Moorings. 


The Mayflower at 11:25 
a. in. 


pulled up anchor, and followed the 
fleet to their destination in Hampton 
Roads, off Old Point Comfort, where 
the reception on the Mayflower will 
he held. The -fleet fired a salute on 
reaching Fort Monroe. 


All the ships had completed an- 


choring at 1:30 p. m. and the flag- 
ship was ready to receive the presi- 
dent at 2 p.- m. The 'Mayflower an-

yards to have their hulls scraped, boil-

other, eight vessels, later to toe se- 
lected, will remain in Hampton Roads 
until after the inauguration of Mr. 
Taft, The Illinois, the Kearsarge and 
the Kentucky are to he temporarily 
placed out of commission, so will re- 
main -with tbe last eight 
named. 


Their places in the fleet are to he 
taken by the new battle ships Mis- 
sissippi, Idaho and New Hampshire. 


During, the time that the fleet lies 


at anchor off Old Point members of 
the senate and house naval commit- 
tees will make an inspection of tbe 
vessels, while foreign naval attaches 
will probably make an effort to ob- 
tain as much.information as possible.

Fleet Flagship Comes In. 


Majestically the Connecticut steam- 


ed toward the Mayflower, the seven 
lines of fighting vessels at her heels. 
Bugles aboard the flagship were call- 
ing the sailors and marine guard to 
"attention. In natty .uniforms of blue, 
"the 
sailors of the Connecticut were 


manning the rails 
"close aboard." 


Shoulder to shoulder they stood, an al- 
most unbroken human line .from fore- 
castle to quarter deck. On the quap 
ter deck the marine guard was drawn 
up. 
The officers on the bridge and 


decks stood with swords drawn and in 
special full dress uniform. As the 
prow of the Connecticut reached the 
bridge of the Mayflower the band on 
board the flagship began to play "The 
Star Spangled Banner." 


The president doffed his silk hat 


and stood at attention in salute to the 


• flag. There were no cheers, but a lump 


was in the throat of every one aboard 
the president's yacht and the' cheering 
•would have been a welcome relief. 


Another Saluted 


As the last strains of the national 


anthem died away another salute 
shook the air. It was the Connecticut 
alone that had fired. 


In the wake of the Connecticut, with 


four hundred yards separating her 
bows from those of the flagship, came 
the Kansas. As she passed the saine 
ceremonies-set by the flagship were 
followed- The band played, the men 
manned the rails and as saluting guns 
cleared, the bridge of the Mayflower, 
where the president stood, individual 
salute of 61 guns to the president's 
flag was fired.

When the battle ships steam into 


the Capes on February 22 the fleet 
will have made a cruise 
of 
42,227 


miles since.the departure, December 
16, 1907, having been at sea 434 days. 


Schedule Closely Followed. 


In reviewing the cruise naval offi- 


cers are struck -with the clocklike ac- 
curacy with which the schedule, as 
prepared and laid down, was carried 
3ut. There were times when the fleet 
improved on the 
schedule, making 


some of the runs from port to port in 
better time than the navy department 
believed the coal consumption would 
permit It was found, however, that 
the dejpartment had not given the 
big ships sufficient credit 
for what 


tbcy could do. 


By a--well organized system of coal 


economy inaugurated by Rear Admiral 
Evans It was found that practically 
every vessel had a cruising radius of 
at least 4.000 miles, although the form- 
er records showed that some of the 
vessels might have difficulty In steam- 
ing much more than 3.000 miles with- 
out replenishing their coal b-.mkers. 
One of the chief worries of the navy 
department was therefore eliminated,

Omaha, Neb., Feb. 22.—"Leave it to

riots in South Omaha last night in 
which a score of Greeks sustained 
personal injuries and thousands of dol- 
lars worth of their property was de- 
stroyed. 


In yesterday's riots three persons 


were shot, a score were injured and 
many houses were destroyed by fire 
and axes. 


The attack on the Greeks followed 


a mass meeting where violence was 
urged by the speakers, among whom 
were two members of the state legis- 


possible and rushed 
them to South 


Omaha, to aid the police. It took some 
time to get the force organized and 
during the interval Greeks were at- 
tacked on every hand. 


The members of the mob assaulted 


many Italian's and Roumanians, wjho 
were mistaken for Greeks. 


The lawlessness 
lasted - for three 


hours before a semblance of quiet 
could b'e restored. The police gained 
control about G o'clock, but were un- 
able to disperse the crowd which 
thronged the streets in the vicinity of 
where the trouble occurred. 


Rioting Renewed at Evening. 


Every 'home and business place of 


the Greeks was surrounded by offi- 
cers, who found it well nigh impossi- 
ble to hold the crowds. At G o'clock 
Chief Briggs asked the Omaha city 
authorities to send • all the' available 
police officers to South Omaha, 
as 


more serious trouble Was anticipated. 
After considering t;he legal and other 
phases of the case, it was decided not 
to comply with the request for Oma- 
ha policemen. 


Between 9 and 9:30 o'clock last 


night the mobs again began depre- 
dations and • riot calls came in from 
several places. At Thirty-second and 
Q streets the mob set flre to the 
house of a Greek. 
T'.hree men were 


taken from the place. 


After being severely beaten two of 


them were put on a passing street 
car, while the other was taken away 
by a portion of the mob, who Intended 
to put him on board an outgoing train.

This !s option week in Indiana and 


before the close of the week the vot- 
ers of twelve counties will have ex- 
pressed their sentiment at the hallot 


i box concerning the licensed saloon. 


The counties have been swept fore and 
aft with oratory and literature by the 
followers of the antis and the. work- 
ers who desire no change i;i the exist- 
ing order of things in so far as that 
existing order affects the liquor traf- 
fic. Between these contending forces 
the people of the twelve counties have 
had liltle time 
U> think of anything 


but the saloon issue. 


Perhaps the hottest struggle has 


been made in Howard county, with 
Kokomo as the county seat, although 
Grant county, with Marion as the 
seat, has been 
having 
a campaign 


which has approached the fierce stage. 
In Kokomo and Howard county, which 
was once the home of John \V. Kern, 
the defeat of Kern for the senate, 
which is attributed by Kern and his 
friends- to the machinations of the 
brewery interests, has entered largely 
as a campaign issue, and in addition 
to 
other grounds the temperance 


forces are using this to bring about a 
rebuke to the saloons and breweries 
in politics.. 


Strong "Wet"-Faction in Howard. 
The election in Howard county is 


of doubtful outcome at this time, de- 
spite the valiant efforts of a, strongly 
organized temperance force. The oth- 
er side of the 
question also has a 


strong organization, perhaps much 
stronger than has been presented in 
nny other county of the State' where 
an option campaign has been conduct- 
id. • In- Kokomo -many business men 
lave formed a league to aid in keep- 
ng the county "wet," their argument 
being that business will be materially 
injured with the voting out of all sa- 
oons. 


In other 
counties 
the campaigns 


lave been a bit more on the quiet or- 
der, hut there is the deepest interest 
throughout and lively local tilts have 
been constantly occurring to add in- 
terest to the situation. 


Tuesday and Thursday the option 


elections will be bunched, five elec- 
tions being scheduled for Tuesday and 
four for Thursday, while Wednesday, 
Friday and Saturday are the dates for 
elections in three counties, one each 
day. 


According to daily reports, it is evi- 


dent that there will be a large ele- 
ment of doubt as to the result in both 
Howard and Grant counties, with the 
"wets" having a strong chance to win. 
In other counties it is believed the 
"drys" will win by fair-sized to big 
majorities. In one or two of the coun- 
ties there is so little doubt about the 
outcome as to create no speculation, 
although the "drys" are reported as 
not taking anything for-granted.

The American battleship fleet today 


rides at anchor, in Hampton Roads, 
from which it set s;til over fourteen 
months ago on its worid cruise. Aft- 
er a voyage of nearly forty-five thou- 
sand miles the great war vessels re- 
turn with a record of achievement un- 
matched by any performance of any 
other navy in the world. The ships 
have all come home and are fit.today 
to do battle if the need existed. 


No such peaceful demonstration of 


naval power and efficiency has ever 
before been given. It has cost money, 
but doubtless it has paid many fold. 
All naval powers will have a deeper 
and more wholesome respect for our 
fighting fleet. In future international 
complications involving this nation 
sweet reasonableness will have a high 
place in the diplomatic methods ot na- 
tions over seas. 


As for the personnel of the fleet, it 


today probably outranks in technical 
efficiency and esprit the personnel of 
any other war fleet that Is on the seas. 
The impression made by officers and 
men at every port the whole globe 
round where a friendly call was made, 
verifies this to the last letter. 


It has been a' great performance, a 


splendid triumph of peace, which all 
the world admires and the whole un- 
ion feels a powerful throb of pride in 
the possession of a mighty fleet that 
has set a new standard of naval effi- 
ciency. It Is a national glorr in which 
all the people .share. 


prompt action o£ the department of!

Gives Correct Figures. 


"According to correct figures there 
.ere in the neighborhood 
of 
1,200 


men employed seven years ago, and 
somewhat over 1.900 now; that is, in- 
stead of having trebled in number in 
accordance with one of the statements 
made above, instead 
of 
having in- 


creased nearly twenty-fold in accord- 
ance with the other statement, they 
have Increased but a little over one- 
half, a little over 50 per cent. 


"To speak of these men as having 


become an 'army'.or as '3,000 men en- 
gaged in secret, service' and similar 
work is comically out of accord with 
the actual facts.

President's Letter. 


The president's letter, dated Feb. 


L9, says, among other things: 


"Until last year the secret service, 


a small body of sixty or seventy men 
in the treasury department, 
under 


Chief Wilkie, was practically the only j 
body of public servants engaged al- 
most purely in criminal investigation.! 
The secret service men were assigned 
at different times to different depart- 
ments to investigate crime and crimi- 
nals. 
They were thus assigned on 


dffferent occasions, for instance, to 
the state and navy departments; but 
above all to the interior department 
and the department of justice. 
Dur- 


ing the seven years of my administra- 
tion they were instrumentnl in bring- 
ing to justice great numbers of crim- 
inals. 


"They rendered invaluable assist- 


ance in securing 
the 
conviction ot 


mnny criminals of desperate charac- 
ter, and of many other offenders of 
great wealth and of social and politi- 
cal prominence. In not one single in-1 
stance during these seven years has 
t. been shown that their action jeopnr-' 
iizc;l any man who was not connected 
with illegal transactions. 
In not a 


single instance has it been shown that 
they took any but proper steps against 
a criminal. 
No pretense has been 


made that they did not do their work 
against criminals efficiently." 


Tells of Crippling Service. 


"Congrrss last year forbade by law 


the xisa of the secret service men to 
put a stop to crime aside from conn- 
lerfeHin::. and thereby not only ham- 
perad jns'lco in other departments, but 
deprived the secretary of the treasury, 
the official guardian of a billion and a 
half of the nation's actual money, of

Council Resolves on the 


Impossible 


On /May 16,1898—over ten years ago—the Fort Wayne City Council referred 


two noteworthy resolutions to its committee on street lighting. 


One of these recited the expiration of the City's contract with the Jenney 


Company for light in July of the following year and called for COMPETITIVE 
BIDS for lighting the City for a three-year term, naming $75.00 per year per 
street light as a maximum price. As a'u alternative proposition, in case this- one 
failed to work, it was resolved that the City should CONSTRUCT AND OWN 
the electric light plant. 
_ 


The other resolution, after reciting the fact that Fort Wayne had the legal 


right, by Section 63 of the charter, to erect an electric light plant and operate it, 
resolves: 


"That it is the wish of the Common Council of the City of FortWayne, 


as hereby expressed, that the said City of Fort Wayne do construct and oper- 
ate her own electric light plant for the purpose of lighting her STREETS I 
AND PUBLIC CITY BUILDINGS with electric light." 
"Look before you jump" is not anew adage. 
These were days when the council jumped first and looked afterward. . 
When the committee on street lighting did the looking it discovered that 


resolutions to build its own electric plant to be ready for business the next year, 
or in fact to build one for several years, were useless. 


The power to purchase, lease or operate electric light plants, conferred by Sec- 


tion 6?» of the charter, was subject to provision 13 of the state constitution, which 
provides that: 


"oSTo municipal corporation of the State of Indiana shall ever become in- 


debted in any manner for any purpose to an amount in the aggregate exceed- 
ing 2 per centum on the value of the taxable property within such corpora- 
tion." 
As the assessors reported the assessed valuation of property in Fort Wayne 


in 1898 as $22,383.000, the 2 per centum limit of our possible bonded indebtedness 
restricted us to a debt of $447,260. As the City already had a bonded indebted- 
ness of $673,800—or in excess of the legal limit by over $226,000—there was 
"nothing doing." The excess of debt noted had been created before the constitu- 
tional limit was set. 


Here is competition in street lighting, and an immediate city plant—an ab- 


surditv and an impossibility—put into serious resolutions and submitted as solu- 
tions for the street lighting problem. 


And yet some serious-minded people are slow to sec why City Governments 


arc not the proper ones to conduct extensive and complicated business enter- 
prises! 


From the days of jangling competition and of irresponsible public ownership 


of utilities to these days of public regulation of private ownership of public util- 
ities is not so many years, but they measure an immense progress in meeting the 
problem of the greatest gftod to the greatest number with injustice to none. 


Xow what happened in the council later in 1898 illustrates well how mistaken 


information and fake facts can engage serious attention in City Government. 


But that roust be left for our next Talk.

The holy season of Lent 
will be 


formally opened with Ash Wednesday 
and announcements relative to 
the 


rules and regulations for the season 
were made yesterday in the Catholic, 
Episcopal and Lutheran churches. 


The rnles governing the Lenten oh 


servance in the Catholic churches .o: 
he diocese of Fort Wayne announcet 
jy Rt. Rev. Bishop Alerding are as 
bllows: 
I 


1. All the faithful over twenty-one 


and under sixty years of age are, tin- 
ess legitimately dispensed, bound to 
observe the fast of Lent. 


2. They are to take only one full 


meal a day, Sundays excepted. 


3. The full meal allowed on fast days 


should be taken about noon. But, If 
for any good reason, the principal meal 
cannot be taken at noon it is permit- 
ted to take the collation at noon and 
to put oft the full meal till evening. 


4. Both fish and flesh are not to be 


used at the same time, not even on 
Sundays. 


5. A refreshment, commonly called 


a collation, is allowed in the evening. 
No general rule as to the quantity of 
food permitted at this time is or can 
be made: but the practice of the most 
regiilar Christians is never to let it ex- 
ceed one-fourth of an ordinary meal. 


6. On account of the existence of 


such custom the church tolerates the. 
use of bread, butter, eggs, cheese, milk 
and all iiinds of fruit, salads, vegeta- 
bles, and fish at a collation. 


7. For the same reason it is permit- 


lays of abstinence 
throughout 
the 


ear, with' the exception of all Fridays, 


Ash Wednesday and Saturday of holy 
veek and the eve of Christmas. Those 
who avail themselves of this dlspensa- 
.ion are not allowed to eat fish and 
flesh at the same meal, and they are 
exhorted to perform some other act of 
mortification, such as reciting

an hour, then dissolve in a cup ot rich milk heated just to the boiling 
point.' Strain through a hair sieve into a quart of rich cream, add 
a cupful of sugar and a teaspoonful of orange or vanilla extract and 
freeze. When frozen pack in a mould and leave in the freezer for 
two or three hours. A little before serving time turn out on a stone- 
ware dish, and cover roughly with a thick 
meringue made of the 


whites of five eggs beaten stiff with five tablespoonfuls 
powdered 


sugar and flavored with a scant teaspoonful of any flavoring desired.
